2. This appUcation has been reconsidered. Claims 1,3,4, and 6-17 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The indicated allowability of claim 5 is withdrawn in view of the reference(s) to Chan. 
Rejections based on the reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 15, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chan et al (Chan) (U.S. 6,378,070). 
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With respect to claim 1, 3, 4, 15, 16 and 17, Chan discloses a method for securely 
controlling the printing of a plaintext document (document) generated by a first source (the 
abstract, lines 1-11), comprising the steps of receiving at a printer (140) via a first secure 
communication channel (1 10) a first key sent by the fu-st source (column 2, lines 20-3 1); 
obtaining at the printer a second key based on communication between the printer and a second 

source (column 2, lines 27-3 1), receiving at the printer fi-om the second source via a second

communication channel (110, figure 1) an encrypted version of the plaintext document (column 
2, lines 27-42) that cannot be decrypted at the second source (the server) to obtain the plaintext 
document (the server merely stores the encrypted document) (column 3, line 62 to column 4, line 
5, and the abstract), decrypting at the printer using the first and second keys the encrypted 
version of the plaintext document to obtain the plaintext document at the printer (column 2, lines 
40-43), and printing with the printer the plaintext document obtained at the printer via the 
decrypting at the printer of the encrypted version of the plaintext document (column 2, lines 40- 
43), wherein the second communication channel is an electronic communication channel (1 10). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 6-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 
6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,3,4, and 6-17 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
